Foreign Radio Programs 
Promised on Short Waves 


Applying for 105 New Channels—Phone Company ° 
Seeks Extra Lines—Cables Would Extend. 


(Associated Fress.) 

Plans for the establishment and ex- 
pansion of transoceanic radio service 
were presented yesterday before the 
Federation Radio Commission by Rep- 
resentatives of public communication 
companies and private services making 
application for short wave bands. 

The Radio Corporation of America 
requested allocations of 105 short wave 
channels, many more than were asked 
by any of the other applicants. The 
need of these assignmnets was CxX- 
plained by speakers for the corporation, 
among them Dr. Alfred N. Goldsmith, 
chief engineer, who said that foreign 
programs would be a reality within a 
year if the facilities were made avail- 
able. 

With additional wave lengths for ex- 
perimental use, he said, the Radio Cor- 
poration expected not only to relay 
the programs of other nations through 
its network of stations but to make 
practical television possible. 

The American Telephone and Tele- 
graph Co., through its vice president, 
Frank B. Jewett, asked for three or 
four more short waves to handle the 
company’s service to England by radio 
telephone and communication with 
Argentine, now contemplated. 

Opposition to this program was 
voiced by Oswald Schuette, of the 
Radio Protective Association, because, 
he declared, it was in restraint of com- 
merce. He said the American Tele- 
phone & Telegraph Co. was under con- 
tract to use only equipment supplied 


|by the General Electric Co. 


Additional facilities for radio tele- 
graph were asked by Charles E. Hughes, 
jr., representing the Mackay Radio & 
Telegraph Co. 

Manton Davis, attorney for the 
Radio Corporation of America, ex- 
plained that Navy experts had esti- 
mated the total number of short wave 
bands available throughout the world 
at 710, a number far short of that re- 
quired if allocations are made to those 
concerns seeking the waves for private 
communication. He said he expected 
applications would come from many 
newspapers but he held this use was 
not of public importance. and that 
those who collect and disseminate news 
for profit should not be permitted to 
appropriate the channels for their ex- 
clusive use. 

“It is important that there be news,” 
he sald, “but it is not necessary to ac- 
complish this result that the news 
agency shall go into the communica- 
tions business.” 

Davis also asked that his corporation 
be preferred above the cable companies, 
urging that radio point to point serv- 
ice in the United States shall be made 
possible in order to “avoid radio being 
throttled by the wire lines companies 
in the interest:of the cables they own.”

Guayaquil, Ecuador, Shaken; 
Lava Flow Destroys 14

Manchester, N. H., May 15 (A.P.).— 


News of a severe earthquake in the re- 


mote Nishifutamo region of Japan was 
received here early this morning by 
Stuart Davis, amateur radio operator, 
who was first to report the landing of 
the German plane Bremen at Green’~. 

Davis intercepted a message from 
station JUPP believed to be at Twaiki, 
which said the quake had _ occurred 
Saturday during a heavy storm and 
that at least 100 lives had been lost 
and undetermined damage sustained.

strong earthquake felt here at 5:04 this 
afternoon. The people ran from their 
houses and workshops In terror.

Smoot, After Seeing Coolidge,

The bill to raise the pay of Federal 
workers—it could hardly be called the 
Smoot-Welch bill now--was the sub- 
ject of a terse controversy at the Capi- 
tol yesterday. 

Government workers were reported 
®s in fear lest the bickering over the 
bill might result in its being killed. 


A survey. however. showed that 
there was no ground for such fear. A 
»ay-raise bill will pass—that is virtu- 
ally a certainty, it was declared. It 
may be the bill passed by the House, 
or it may be the bill reported out 
Saturday by the Senate civil service 
committee. In any event, some 45,900 
Government cmployes hev*> and some 
90,000 in the States are going to get 
ne raise in pay beginning July 1 next, 
lt was stated. 


Few Oppose Measure. 


This optimism was based on the 
fact that nobody, senator or fepresent- 
ative, is willing to take the responsi- 
bility of defeating the bill. There are 
some who will fight to the last ditch 
to increase the cost of the bill or to 
give more libera 
paid employes, 
ditch is reached they will promptly 
surrender i! they see that they are 
preventing the passage of the only 
kind of bill which the Administration 
will approve. 

Luther C. Steward, president of the 
Federation of Federal Employes, exuded 
optimism at the Capitol. He said he 
was “supremely confident” that an ac- 
ceptable bill would be passed. 

The controversy. was set off yesterday 
when Senator Smoot (Republican), of 
Utah, declared emphatically he could 
not accept the amended bill reported 
out Saturday by the Senate civil service 
committee. 


Held White House View. 


Smoot had just returned from 
White House when he said this. so he 
evidently was expressing the President's 
view as well as his own, it was believed 

According to Smoot’s mathematics 
the bill reported out by the Senate 
committee would add at least $25,400.- 
‘000 a year to the Government pay roll. 
The bill passed by the House, it was 
estimated, would have cost the Govern- 
ment about $18,000,000.

Accused of shooting and twice wound- 
ing her husband while in a jealous 
rage, Mrs. Emma Kennedy, 32 years old, 
of 315 Takoma avenue, Takoma Park, 
Md., yesterday was arraigned in Police 
Court on a charge of assault with a 
dangerous weapon. The case was con- 
tinued until May 29 and Mrs. Kennedy 
was freed in $1,000 bail. 

The husband, George F. Kennedy, 33 
years old, owner of the H-K Advertising 


Service, at 1710 Pennsylvania avenue 
northwest, is in Emergency Hospital 
with a bullet wound in the left wrist 
and another in the right shoulder. Po- 
lice and hospital officials declared that 
Kennedy has stoutly refused to prose- 
cute his wife and that a reconciliation 
was effected a few moments after the 
shooting. 

Assistant District Attorney Ralph 
Given explained that the case was con- 
tinued to permit the prosecutor's of- 
fice to investigate the case. In the 
event that Kennedy maintains his re- 
fuel to prosecute and no additional 
evidence is uncovered, Attorney Given 
said the case would be dropped. There 
were no witnesses to the shooting. 

The shooting occured Sunday night 
in Kennedy's office. Mrs. Kennedy 
told Lieut. W. E. Holmes, of the Third 
that her recent jealousy of 
caused him to discharge 
She said that she was 
and argued with her 
husband throughout an automobile 
ride during the afternoon, according, 
to police.

court, upon which the company’s pres- 
ent rate of earnings. was adjudged 
“confiscatory.”

He declared that from 75 to 80 per 
cent of revenues derived from the in- 
creas6 would go to the city under the 
existing contract, and held that the 
city should not be required to put up

National and  Nonnational 
Commissioners Named by 
secretary Kellogg. 


PACTS CONCLUDED IN 1924 


(Associated Press.) 

Secretary Kellogg, who hag been at 
work placing in order the war-preven- 
tion machinery of the United States, 
yesterday announced the appointment 
of American national and nonnational 
commissioners under practically all of 
the Bryan conciliation treaties con- 
cluded in 1914. The commissions of in- 
quiry specified in the treaties had been 
filled in only a few instances. Each 
country appoints a national and a non- 
national member of the commission 
and these select a fifth member.

THE WELCH BILL. 


The opposition that has arisen against the 
amended Welch salary-increase bill makes it 
uncertain that the measure can be enacted. 
As passed by the House, the bill calls for 
$18,000,000 annually in salary’ increases. 
The amendments added by the Senate com- 
mittee bring the increases up to nearly $25,- 
000,000. Senator Smoot and others say that 
they can not support a $2,000,000 measure, 
and the result is that the future of salary 
relief for Government workers is beclouded. 

The important consideration for the present 
is to pass the Welch bill, as amended .by the 
Senate committee, if possible, or at any rate, 
as passed by the House. No one pretends that 
the measure affords anything except tem- 
porary relief. It is generally admitted that 
it should serve only to pave the way for a 
general ‘examination of the Federal wage 
structure so that it can be revised on an 
equitable and scientific basis. Such an in- 
vestigation will take considerable time, and 
to afford relief from the genuine suffering 
and want that exist at the present time a 
slight salary increase Is desirable. 

An emergency exists in which party lines 
should be obliterated. The principle at stake 
is whether or not the biggest business con- 
cern in the world is to permit its employes to 
suffer and etarve while it leisurely prepares 
to grant them a living wage. Let the Welch 
bill be passed in any form upon which a 
favorable vote can be obtained.

Government experts whose research has re- 
sulted in important discoveries do not fare as 
well as those engaged in similar activity 
privately or in industry. The latter receive 
greater financial reward. The Government 
worker turns over his inventions and discov- 
eries to the public, and devotes his life to his 
task on a meager and inadequate salary. If 
there is to be a special award for distinguished 
service ‘it would be well if it were to carry 
an annuity. Let the Government give prac- 
tical as well as honorary expression of its 
appreciation.

WHY A THIEVES’ MARKET? 


Figures compiled by the prison committee 
of the Association of Grand Jurors of New 
York County present some damning evidence 
against the receiver of stolen goods. It is 
estimated in the report, which has just been 
published, that merchandise frauds annually 
total $500,000,000; that credit frauds cause- 
a yearly loss of $265,000,000, and that robbery, 


thefts and holdups add another $10,000,000 
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to the bill. All of these depredations are made 
possible through the marketing agency pro- 
vided by the ‘‘fence.’’ 

Legislation so far enacted has restricted the 
operations of these allies of crime, but not 
enough to have any noticeable effect upon their 
activities. Some States have modified their 
statutes so that a thief may testify against 
the receiver, removing the bond of complicity 
that formerly prevented such testimony. Others 
have made it mandatory that articles which 
most commonly pass through the hands of 
thieves and robbers must be numbered, just 
as automobiles and revolvers are; and the 
laws have prohibited the purchase, sale or 
possession of such commodities if the numbers 
have been tampered with or removed. 

It is now recommended that auctioneers, 
pawnbrokers, second-hand stores and junk 
dealers be held accountable by law for the 
source of their purchases, and that itinerant 
venders be licensed. It is along such business 
lines that the investigators believe the “‘fence’’ 
thrives. They say: “The fence is the hidden 
force which foments organized crime. Without 
the fence it wotld be impossible to dispose of 
quantities of property obtained by burglary 
and robbery and goods obtained by credit swin- 
dies, fraudulent bankruptcy, faked burglary 
and arson.” 

The maintenance of a “‘thieves’ market” is 
certainly an economic waste. It is high time 
that Federal and State agencies should com- 
bine to put an end to commercialized theft. 
Legislation pending before Congress affords 
the opportunity to deal with the “fence” in 
his interstate operations, and there can be no 
doubt that the sooner some such safeguard is 
enacted into law the better for the reputable 
merchants of the land, to say nothing of the 
deterrent influence it would have upon crime 
in general,

In the “Pilot Chart 
of the North Atlantic Ocean,” published month- 
ly by the Hydrographic Office under the au- 
thority of the Secretary of the Navy, the flag 
is pictured and its use described in the fol- 
lowing language: 

The submarine distinguishing and warn- 
ing flag is hoisted on the tender or 
parent ship of United States submarines 
to indicate that submarines are operating 
in that vicinity. It consists of a _ rec- 
tangular red flag with white center on 
whieh-is,the profile of a torpedo in blach. 
Launches accompanying submarines alsv 
fly this flag. Vessels seeing this signa) 
sholild give the escorting vessel a wide 
berth and keep a good lookout for sub- 
marines. 


The S-4 was unaccompanied. The 3ub- 
marine warning flag was not in evidence, nor 
had the commander of the Paulding been in- 
formed that submarines were operating in the 
vicinity. How could he have known that the 
S-4 was in his path? 

Should the commander of the S-4 have 
known that a surface vessel was in the vicinity? 
Again the answer is yes, 
equipped with listening devices by which the 
engines of the Paulding should have heen 
audible to those below. 

The important consideration in connection 
with the S-4 disaster now is whether or not 


a lesson has been learned by which repetition

PAOSED BY METHODISTS 


Prize Fighting Condemned 
After Jack Johnson Had 
Been Cheered. 


Kansas City, May 14 (A.P.).—Mem- 
bers of the Methodist Episcopal Church 
were urged to give their support to 
newspapers which “deal fairly” with 
the prohibition movement in a resolu- 


tion reported to the quadrennial gen- 
eral conference of the church here to- 
day by the committee on temperance, 
prohibition and public morals 

“We advise our members in subscrib- 
Ing for newspapers and in placing ad- 
vertising to give their pr.ference to 
those papers which deal fairly, both in 
thei: news and editorial columns, with 
the prohibition movement,” the reso- 
lution said. 

The conference probably will take ac- 
tion tomorrow. 

Instruction in the public schools as 
to the “effect of acohol on the human 
body and mind,” was recommended, and 
church publications were asked to com- 
bat “falsehoods of that part o. the 
daily press which coniinaes to lend 
comfort to the enemies of prohibition.” 

Prohibition and public morals occu- 
pled most of the delegates’ time today, 
with resolutions condemning gambling, 
prize fighting, nudity, blasphemy and 
profanity on the stage, and “the de- 
cadence in popular literature,” gaining 
approval. 

A church declaration on prohibition 
was returned to committee for reword- 
ing that would emphatically establish 
the church's position on politics and

Reports from Plum Point and Chesa- 
peake Beach convince the fisherman 
that up to yesterday the much-sought 
hardhead had decided on an “at home 
hour.” Many anglers returned ‘from 
these points over the week-end and all 
had near about the same statements 
to make from 2 until 3 o’clock, some 
luck, before and after, no luck at all. 

This has been amplified by the state- 
ment that when the hardheads are 
landed they are lifeless. The explana- 
tion is that the Water is still too cold 
for this specie of fish. The silvery 
lining of this article is that the balmy 
afternoon of yesterday and the weather- 
man’s promise of several more augur 
well for the sport henceforth. 


This column recently received a let- 
ter from Frank J. Mulgern, well-known 
sportsman, of Washington and Iowa, in 
which he expresses his disgust at fish- 
ing conditions in the tidal basin. We 
are printing his missive in this issue 
and shortly we will try to answer his 
questions. which may have interested 
other local rodmen., Mr. Mulkern’s let- 
ter follows: 

“T am very much disgusted after 
spending five hours yesterday morning— 
from 5 to 10 o’clock—trying to get a 
bite in the Tidal Basin. Last year when 
it Was announced that fishing would be 
permitted on Decoration Day 1 was 
among the first to try to catch some of 
the wonderful fish I read in the Wash- 
ington newspapers had been put in the 
basin. I fished for seven hours that day 
and never got a bite. About 100 others 
were fishing around the basin and only 
one small perch that must have been 
dropped by a sea gull was taken. We 
all said ,“,Where are the fish?’ 

“I read in newspapers where many 
thousands of adult fish—which, I take 
it, are fish old enough to bite—have 
been put in the basin by the Bureau of 
Fisheries. Then they planted 100,000 
young fish with not sense enough to 
bite. This year I have fished for at 
least fifteen hours on five different oc- 
casions and am just about through. 
Again I ask, ‘Where are tha fish, or at 
least where have they gone?’ 

“As one fisherman to another, I re- 
gretfully ask you, ‘Are there any fish in 
the Tidal Basin?’”
